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REPORT. 


Durine the month of January 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
_ Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the Births of 
4145 children, of whom 2167 were males, and 1978 females, Of these, 3852 
were legitimate, and 293 illegitimate, The illegitimate births thus constituted 7°1 
_ per cent. of the whole, being in the proportion of one illegitimate in every 14°1 
births, In Greenock, 3-0 per cent, of the births were illegitimate ; in Leith, 55 ; 
in Paisley, 5°8 ; in Glasgow, 6:0; in Aberdeen, 8°6; in Dundee, 8°8; in Perth, 10-2 ; 
and in Edinburgh, 10°4 per cent. | 

The number of marriages recorded in these towns during January was 1715, 

being 63 below the average for the month during the ten previous years, allowing 
~ for the increase of population. 
The Deaths of 3291 persons were registered in these eight towns during the month, 
_ of whom 1590 were males, and 1701 females. This number is 86 above the average 
for the month during the previous decennium, allowance being made for the increase 
of population. 

The mortality for the month was at the annual rate of 15:1 deaths per thousand 
persons in Perth; 19:0 in Edinburgh ; 21-4 in Paisley ; 22°6 in Dundee; 22:8 in 
Greenock ; 23°1 in Leith ; 24:1 in Aberdeen ; and 24°5 in Glasgow. 

Of the 1639 deaths registered in Glasgow, 355 were of infants under one year of 
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age, and 368 of persons over 60 years; of the 527 in Edinburgh, 81 were of 
infants under one year, and 181 of persons over 60 years; of the 313 in Dundee, 
68 were of infants under one, and 90 of persons over 60; of the 329 in Aberdeen, 
62 were under one, and 106 over 60; of the 150 in Paisley, 23 were under one, and 
52 over 60; of the 156 in Leith, 35 were under one, and 41 over 60; of the 134 in 
Greenock, 21 were under one, and 30 over 60; and of the 43 in Perth, 5 were 
under one year, and 15 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 3291 deaths, 1095, or 33°3 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. The deaths of children of this age constituted 23°3 per cent. of the 
total mortality in Perth; 26:0 in Edinburgh ; 27°3 in Paisley; 27°6 in Greenock ; 
30°7 in Dundee; 33°7 in Aberdeen ; 36°7 in Glasgow; and 39°7 per cent. in Leith. 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases 324 deaths were registered, being 
9°8 per cent. of the total mortality. This rate was exceeded in Aberdeen, from 
the prevalence of Measles, and in Glasgow, from the prevalence of Hooping-cough. 

Measles caused 65 deaths. In Leith, 4:5 per cent. of the mortality were due 
to this disease, and in Aberdeen, 12:2 per cent. 

Seventeen deaths in all were attributed to Scarlet Fever, which caused 4:0 per 
cent. of those in Paisley. 

To Hooping-cough 157 deaths were ascribed, being 4°8 per cent. of the total. 
In Glasgow 7:4 per cent. of the deaths were due to this disease. 

From Diphtheria there resulted 29 deaths, from Fevers 24 (all Enteric), and 
from Diarrhceal diseases 32. 

Puerperal Septiceemia accounted for 8 deaths, and Puerperal Fever for one. 

The deaths of 126 persons were attributed to Malignant tumours, of which 57 were 
returned as due to Carcinoma, 8 to Sarcoma, and 61 to Cancer or Malignant disease 
of an undefined nature. 

Alcoholism caused 21 deaths ; Premature Birth Debility, 111; Diseases of the 
Heart, 293; and Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia, 148. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Phthisis or Hooping-cough) amounted to 728, or 22:1 per cent. of the total 
mortality.. Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 268, or 
81 per cent. Three deaths were caused by Croup. 


The deaths of 119 persons resulted from Violent Causes, of which 7 were Suicidal 


(3 by hanging, 2 by cut-throat, and 1 each by drowning and Coal-Gas poisoning). 


Two males and eight females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being —

_ Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, 1.¢., Lat, 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°30" W., and height 153 
feet above the sea-level. 


For the month.of JANUARY 1908. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°767 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0:055 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1°784 inch ; greater by 0°140 inch. 

Mean temperature, 37°°3; less by 0°°9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°:0; less by 1°°0. 

Mean humidity, 85; less by 2:0. 

Rain, number of days, 20; greater by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 6°13 ; greater by 2°49 inches, 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 2°48 lbs.; greater by 0°49 lb. 

Wind, direction of, E. to W. as 7 to 10, and N, to 8. as 3 to 9; the average 
being E. to W. as 5 to 13, and N. to S. as 4 to 7. 

Hence the weather of January 1903 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure a little below the average, with a slightly high monthly range; a mean 
temperature about a degree below the average, with a mean daily range also below 
the average; a rather low mean humidity; a mean rainfall greatly above the 
average, and falling on 3 days more than the average number; a 3 days’ excess 
of Easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°767 inches, or 0°055 inch below the average. 
Pressure was very low from the Ist to the 10th, high from the 11th to the 21st, 
and low thereafter. The extremes at Leith were, at sea-level, 30°635 inches on 
the 13th, and 28°732 inches on the 7th. 

The mean temperature was 37°°3, or 0°:9 below the average, the: days being 
1°-4 and the nights 0°:4 below their respective averages. At Aberdeen temperature 
was slightly above the average, and at Edinburgh and Leith only 0°:2 below. 
At Dundee the defect was 0°:4, and at the other towns it exceeded 1°°0. On the 
evening of the 10th a very severe frost set in, reaching its greatest intensity on 
the 14th, and continuing until the 17th. Thereafter the weather became very 
mild and remained so until the end of the month. At Leith the mean temperature 
for the week ending the 17th was 31°:0, whilst for that ending the 31st it was 46°°7. 
The absolutely highest temperature was 54°'7 on the 26th at Leith, and the lowest 
11°:0 on the 14th and 15th at Perth. | 

The mean rainfall was 6°13 inches, or 68 per cent. above the average. At 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Paisley twice the normal amount of rain was registered, and 
the percentage excess at the other towns was 92 at Leith, 88 at Aberdeen, 66 at 
Dundee, 47 at Perth, and 44 at Greenock. At all the principal towns except 
Greenock the rainfall for the month exceeded the aggregate for the first three months 
of 1902. Heavy daily amounts, usually exceeding an inch, were reported on the 

9th. From the 11th to the 19th practically no rain fell. 

On the 9th a severe snowstorm was general over the country, and blocks occurred 
on the Highland railways. | 

During the last ten days of the month strong westerly winds, occasionally reaching 
gale force, prevailed ; very heavy rains occurred in the Highland counties, and the 
rivers Spey, Ness, and Tay were by the 28th in high flood. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of February 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the Births of 
3710 children, of whom 1881 were males, and 1829 females, The illegitimate 
births numbered 261, and thus constituted 7°0 per cent. of the whole, or one in 
every 14:2 births. In Paisley, 4:9 per cent. of the births were illegitimate; in 
Perth, 5:5; in Aberdeen, 6:2; in Glasgow and in Leith, 6°4 ; in Greenock, 7°8 ; 
in Dundee, 7:9; and in Edinburgh, 9°9 per cent. 

During February 776 marriages were recorded in these towns, being 15 above 
the average for the month during the last ten years, after allowance is made 
for the increase of population. 

The Deaths of 2478 persons were registered in these eight towns during February, 
of whom 1270 were males, and 1208 females. Allowing for the increase of 
-population this number is 721 below the average for the month during the ten 
previous years. 

The mortality in Perth was at the annual rate of 14°8 deaths per thousand 
persons; in Edinburgh, at the rate of 15:9; in Paisley, 16°9; in Leith, 17°5; in 
Greenock, 18°3 ; in Dundee, 19:2 ; in Glasgow, 20°1; and in Aberdeen, 22°2. 

Of the 1216 deaths registered in Glasgow, 261 were of infants under one year 
of age, and 244 of persons over 60 years; of the 400 in Edinburgh, 69 were of

infants under one year, and 124 of persons over 60 years; of the 239 in Dundee, 
62 were of infants under one, and 67 of persons over 60; of the 274 in Aberdeen, 


69 were under one, and 75 over 60; of the 107 in Paisley, 24 were under one, and 


35 over 60; of the 107 in Leith, 21 were under one, and 24 over 60; of the 97 in 
Greenock, 21 were under one, and 20 over 60; and of the 38 in Perth, 3 were 
under 12 months, and 17 over 60 years. : 

Of the whole 2478 deaths, 853, or 34°4 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. The deaths off children of this age constituted 18°4 per cent. of the 
total mortality in Perth; 27:0 per cent. of that in Edinburgh ; 30°9 in Greenock ; 
31:8 in Dundee; 33°6 in Paisley; 34°6 in Leith; 36°4 in Glasgow; and 42:3 
in Aberdeen. 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases 260 deaths were registered, being 
10°5 per cent. of the whole mortality. This rate was exceeded in Glasgow, from 
the prevalence of Hooping-cough ; in Leith, from the combined mortality from Measles 
and Hooping-cough ; and in Aberdeen, from the prevalence of Measles. 

One death from Small-pox was recorded in Glasgow. 

Measles caused 52 deaths, and accounted for 6:5 and 12°4 per cent. of the 
mortality in Leith and Aberdeen respectively. 

To Scarlet Fever, 23 deaths were attributed. 

From Hooping-cough there resulted 106 deaths, being 4°3 per cent. of the total 
mortality. In Leith 5°6 per cent. of the deaths were due to this disease, and in 
Glasgow 6°7 per cent. , 

Diphtheria caused 21 deaths; Diarrhoea, 30; and Fevers 28, of which 2 (in 
Glasgow) were due to Typhus, 25 to Enteric, and one to Simple Continued Fever. | 

Two deaths were attributed to Puerperal Septiceemia, and 10 to Puerperal Fever. 

The deaths of 119 persons resulted from Malignant tumours, of which 45 were 
returned as due to Carcinoma, 8 to Sarcoma, and 66 to Cancer or Malignant Disease 
of an undefined nature. 

Alcoholism caused 11 deaths; Premature Birth Debility, 77; Diseases of the 
Heart, 197; and Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia, 135. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Phthisis or Hooping-cough) amounted to 458, being 18:5 per cent. of the total 
mortality. Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 225, or 
9°1 per cent. Croup accounted for 3 deaths. 


The deaths of 101 persons were due to Violent Causes, of which 3 were Suicidal: 


(2 by cut-throat, and 1 by hanging). 


Three males and ten females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being 
a widow aged 100 years.

For the month of FHBRUARY 1903. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°777 inches ; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0-088 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1°995 inch ; greater by 0°540 inch. 

Mean temperature, 43°°3 ; greater by 4°°5. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°°5; greater by 0°°8 

Mean humidity, 83; less by 3. 

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 5°59 ; greater by 2°69 inches. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 4°40 lbs.; greater by 2:44 lbs. 

Wind, direction : an 8 days’ excess of winds from 8., S.W., and W. 

Hence the weather of February 1903 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure somewhat below the average, with a very high monthly range; an 
exceedingly high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a low 
humidity ; a mean rainfall nearly twice the average, and falling on 3 days more 
than the average number; a remarkable deficiency of winds from N. and E. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°777 inches, or 0°088 inch below the average. 
The variations of pressure were very great, especially during the last ten days of the 
month, when a succession of cyclonic disturbances from the 8.W. passsed over the 
country. The greatest of these occurred on the 27th, and at 7 a.m. on that day the 
barometer at Leith fell, at the sea-level, to 28:244 inches. 

The mean temperature was 43°°3, or 4°°5 above the average, the days being 
4°°9 and the nights 4°°0 above their respective averages. The excess was slightly 
greater at the Western towns but was more than 4° at all of them. The temperature 
was nearly 9° above the mean for 1902, and the greatest recorded since 1882, when 
the mean was 43°°6. The coldest days of the month were the Ist, 13th, and 29th ; 
but very little frost was reported and at four of the towns the sheltered minimum 
did not fall to 32°, whilst in February 1902 at Leith fr. st occurred on 12 days. 

The mean rainfall was 5°59 inches, or 93 per cent. above the average. ‘This 
is the heaviest February rainfall on record excepting that of 1594 when the mean 
amount was 7°68 inches, At Aberdeen, the amount hardly exceeded the average, 
at Dundee, there was an excess of 60 per cent., at Perth of 70, and at Greenock of 
90, whilst at the other towns the rainfall was more than twice the normal A 
great rain-storm occurred on the 8th, when the daily amounts ranged from 1°15 inch 
at Aberdeen to 2°48 inch at Paisley and Greenock. At Greenock the total for the 
7th and 8th was 5°35 inches, and at Paisley 4°80 inches. Destructive floods were 
general throughout the country, and on the 10th the river Clyde burst its banks at 
Rutherglen. Heavy rains also occurred during the last week of the month. From 
the 11th to the 18th little rain fell. 

From the 21st to the 28th, storms of hail and snow accompanied by lightning 
‘were frequent in the West. 

The month was characterised by frequent gales from the S.W. That of the 27th 
was of unusual severity and caused great loss of life at sea and also several fatalities 
on land. 


Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of March 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the Births of 
4396 children, of whom 2210 were males, and 2186 females. Of these 4106 
were legitimate and 290 illegitimate. The illegitimate births thus constituted 6°6 
per cent. of the whole, being in the proportion of one illegitimate to every 15:2 
births. In Greenock, 2:1 per cent. of the births were illegitimate; in Leith, 4°1 ; 
in Perth, 4:6; in Paisley, 5°8; in Glasgow, 6°1; in Edinburgh, 7:3; in Aberdeen, 
8°7; and in Dundee, 9°5 per cent. 

The Marriages registered in these towns during March amounted to 877, being 69 
above the average for the month during the previous decennium, increase of 
population being allowed for. 

The Deaths of 2780 persons were recorded in the above mentioned towns during 
March, of whom 1401 were males, and 1379 females. This number, allowing for 


- increase of population, is 507 below the average for the month during the ten 


years immediately preceding. | 
The mortality was at the annual rate of 16°5 deaths per thousand of population 


in Paisley ; 17-1 in Aberdeen ; 18-9 in Greenock ; 19-1 in Leith ; 19°2 in Glasgow ; 


19°6 in Edinburgh; 21°4 in Dundee ; and 22°4 in Perth. 
Of the 1286 deaths registered in Glasgow, 289 were of infants under one year 
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of age, and 273 of persons over 60 years; of the 544 in Edinburgh, 79 were of 
infants under one year, and 174 of persons over 60 years ; of the 296 in Dundee, 
63 were of infants under one, and 85 of persons over 60; of the 234 in Aberdeen, 
56 were under one, and 63 over 60; of the 116 in Paisley, 23 were under one, and 
33 over 60; of the 129 in Leith, 30 were under one, and 36 over 60; of the 111 in 
Greenock, 23 were under one, and 22 over 60; and of the 64 in Perth, 11 were 
under one year, and 20 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2780 deaths, 945, or. 34°0 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. The deaths of children of this age constituted 26°3 per cent. of the 
total mortality in Edinburgh; 29°7 per cent. of that in Perth; 30°1 in Dundee; 
30°2 in Paisley; 36:4 in Leith; 36°5 in Glasgow; 40°5 in Greenock; and 41°5' 
in Aberdeen. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 274 deaths, being 9-9 per 
cent. of the total mortality. This rate was slightly exceeded in Glasgow, Leith, 
and Greenock from the prevalence of Hooping-cough; in Aberdeen, from the 
prevalence of Measles; and in Paisley from the combined mortality from Scarlet 
Fever, Hooping-cough, and Diarrhcea. 

Measles caused 51 deaths, or 1°8 per cent. of the total number. In Aberdeen, 
9-8 per cent. of the whole mortality were due to this disease. 

Eighteen deaths resulted from Scarlet Fever. 

To Hooping-cough 137 deaths were attributed, being 4°9 per cent. of the whole. 
‘The percentage of deaths from this disease was 4°7 in Leith, 6-4 in Glasgow, and 
81 in Greenock. ; 

To Diphtheria 18 deaths were ascribed ; to Diarrhoea, 35; and to Fevers 15, one 
(in Glasgow) being due to Typhus, and 14 to Enteric Fever. 

Six deaths were returned as due to Puerperal Septicemia, and 3 to Pueryeral 
Fever. 

The deaths of 129 persons resulted from Malignant tumours, of which 66 were 
stated to have been due to Carcinoma, 12 to Sarcoma, and 51 to Cancer or Malignant 
Disease of an undefined nature. ; 

Alcoholism caused 13 deaths; Premature Birth Debility, 87; Diseases of the 
Heart, 226; and Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia, 145. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Phthisis or Hooping-cough) amounted to 514, and constituted 18-5 per cent. of the 
total mortality. Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 
259, being 9°3 per cent. of all. Three deaths were caused by Croup. 

The deaths of 104 persons resulted from Violent Causes, of which 6 were Suicidal 
(3 by cut-throat, and 1 each by hanging, shooting, and a railway train). 

Two males and three females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of whom 
was a labourer aged 98 years.

THE METEOROLOGICAL RETUBNS 


FOR 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS IN SCOTLAND, 


Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, u.¢., Lat. 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°30’ W., and height 153 
feet above the sea-level. 


For the month of MARCH 1903. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°538 inches , less than the average for the same 


month of 1856-1900 by 0:288 inch. 
Barometric monthly range, 1°467 inch ; greater by 0°03] inch. 
Mean temperature, 42°'1 ; greater by 1°°8. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 11°°1 ; less by 0°°5. 
Mean humidity, 83 per cent.; being the average. 
Rain, number of days, 27 ; greater by 12 days. 
Rain, depth in inches, 5°60 ; greater by 3:01 inches. 
Wind, pressure on square ne 2°84 lbs.; greater by 0°83 Ib. 
Wind, direction ; a 9 days’ excess of winds from S. and S.W. 

Hence the weather of March 1903 was characterised by an exceedingly low: mean 
barometric pressure, with a monthly range about the average; a scmewhat high 
mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; an average humidity ;- 
a mean rainfall more than twice the average, and falling on 12 days more than 
the average number ; a remarkable excess 0. strong winds from S.and S.W. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°538 inclies, or 0°288 inch below the average. 
This is the third lowest pressure on record for March, the lowest being 29°388 inches 
in 1876 and the next lowest 29°478 inches in 1897. Pressure was very variable 
throughout the whole month. At Leith the barometer, at sea-level, rose above 30 
inches only on the 8th, 14th and 31st, the extremes there being 30°205 inches on the 
8th and 28°629 inches on the 2nd. 

The mean temperature was 42°:1, or 1°:8 above the average, the days being 
1°-6 and the nights 2°°0 above their respective averages. The excess was well 
marked a‘ all the chief towns and ranged from 2°'9 at Paisley to 1°0 at Perth. The 
mean temperature of the first week of the month was from 1° to 2° below the average, 
but thereafter, excepting on the 14th and 15th, it remained above the average. 
Very little frost was reported and at Greenock and Leith the sheltered minimum 
did not fall to 32°. The absolute maximum at any of the towns was 57°°3 at 
Paisley on the 31st, the minimum being 26°-0 at Perth on the 14th. 

The mean rainfall was 5°60 inches, or 115 per cent. above the average. ‘This 
is the largest mean rainfall recorded for March since observations were crganised in 
1856, and brings the total for the first quarter of the year up to 17°32 inches, as 
against an average of 9°13 inches, and 5°59 inches for the first three months of 1902. 
At Greenock rain fell on every day of the month, the amount being less than a tenth 
on only five days, and the greatest daily falls being 1:77 inches on the 22nd and 
1:17 inches on the 16th. At Paisley rain fell on 30 days, the greatest daily amount 

being 0°97 inch on the 22nd. At Aberdeen the total for the month was 30 per 
~ cent. below the average, whilst at Dundee there was an excess of 32 per cent., 
and at Perth of 86 per cent. At Leith and Edinburgh, the rainfall was more 
_, than twice the average, whilst at Greenock nearly thrice, at Glasgow fully thrice, 
and at Paisley three and a half times the average amount was recorded. ‘The mean 
number of rainy days exceeded the average by no less than 12 days, so that the month 
was extraordinary both as regards the great rainfall, and the number of rainy days. 

Snow fell in small amounts during the first six days of the month, and hail showers 
were not infrequent, especially in the West, and during the last four days of the 
month. Thunder was heard at Glasgow on the 5th. | 

The month was characterised by very high winds from the 8.W., frequently reaching 
gale force. The 21st was in general the stormiest day. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of April 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the Births of 
4563 children, of whom 2350 were males, and 2213 females. Of these 4293 
were legitimate and 270 illegitimate. The illegitimate births thus constituted 5:9 
per cent. of the whole, being in the proportion of one illegitimate to every 16:9 
births. In Greenock, the rate of illegitimacy was 2°4 per cent.; in Paisley, 4°8 ; in 
Glasgow, 5°3; in Leith, 6°5 ; in Edinburgh, 6:9; in Dundee, 7°4; in Aberdeen, 7°6 ; 
and in Perth, 8°0. 

During the month 1236 marriages were recorded in these eight towns, being 17 
above the average for April during the last ten years, increase of population being 
allowed for; : 

The Deaths of 2560 persons were registered in these towns during April, of whom 
1301 were males, and 1259 females. Allowing for increase of population, this number 
is 446 below the average for the month during the ten years immediately preceding. 

The deaths registered in Paisley are equivalent to an annual mortality rate of 14:4 
per thousand of population ; in Leith, to one of 15°3; in Aberdeen, and in Perth, 
17:0; in Dundee, 17:4; in Edinburgh, 18°5; in Glasgow, 19°3; and in Greenock, 
19°9, Sal 

Of the 1247 deaths registered in Glasgow, 274 were of infants under one year 
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of age, and 245 of persons over 60 years; of the 498 in Edinburgh, 86 were of infants 
under 1 year, and 143 of persons over 60 years; of the 233 in Dundee, 55 were of 
infants under one year, and 80 of persons over 60 years ; of the 224 in Aberdeen, 47 
were under one, and 69 over 60; of the 98 in Paisley, 19 were under one, and 22 
over 60; of the 100 in Leith, 26 were under one, and 24 over 60; of the 113 in 
Greenock, 27 were under one, and 28 over 60; and of the 47 in Perth. 6 were under 
12 months, and 15 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2560 deaths, 892 were of children under five years of age, being at 
the rate of 34:8 per cent. In Perth, 23:4 per cent. of the deaths were of children of 
this age; in Edinburgh, 30°3 per cent.; in Dundee, 32°6; in Aberdeen, 33°9; in 
Glasgow, 36°6; in Leith 37:0; in Greenock, 39°8; and in Paisley, 40°8. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 207 deaths, being 81 per 
cent. of the total mortality. This rate was exceeded in Paisley from the combined 
mortality from Scarlet Fever, Hooping-cough and Diarrhcea, and in Greenock from 
the prevalence of Hooping-cough. 

Measles caused 37 deaths, or 1:4 per cent. of the whole. In Edinburgh, the per 
centage of deaths from this disease was 3°2 and in Aberdeen 5:4, 

Nine deaths were assigned to Scarlet Fever. 

From Hooping-cough there resulted 103 deaths, being 4°0 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. In Glasgow, 4°9 per cent. of the deaths were caused by Hooping-cough, 
and in Greenock 97 per cent. 

To Diphtheria 14 deaths were attributed ; to Diarrhoea, 26; and to Fevers 18, one 
(in Greenock) being due to Typhus, and the remainder to Enteric Fever. 

Five deaths were ascribed to Puerperal Septiczemia, and 7 to Puerperal Fever. 

The deaths due to Malignant tumours amounted to 118, of which 57 were assigned 
to Carcinoma, 6 to Sarcoma, and 55 to Cancer or Malignant Disease of an unspecified 
nature. 

Alcoholism accounted for 8 deaths ; Premature Birth Debility for 85; Diseases of 
the Heart for 216; and Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia for 144 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Phthisis or Hooping-cough) amounted to 512, constituting 20-0 per. cent. of the total 
mortality. Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 222, being 
8:7 per cent. of the whole. Two deaths resulted from Croup. 

The deaths of 103 persons resulted from Violent Causes, of which 7 were Suicidal 
(2 each by cut-throat and poison, and 1 each by drowning, hanging and shooting). 

Two males and nine females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of whom 
was a coachman aged 97 years.

3°30’ W., and height 153 
feet above the sea-level. 

For the month of APRIL 1903. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°839 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0-061 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1:085 inch ; less by 0°127 inch. 

Mean temy erature, 42°°4; less by 2°°7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:2; greater by 0°°3. 

Mean humidity, 78 per cent.; less by 1:9. 

Rain, number of days, 15; greater by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°53 ; less by 0°64 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1°74 lbs.; less by 0:06 Ib. 

Wind, direction : a 4 days’ excess of winds from N.W. and N. 

Hence the month of April 1903 was characterised by a somewhat low mean 
barometric pressure, with a rather low mouthly range; a very low mean 
temperature, with a mean daily range about the average; a low mean humidity ; 
a mean rainfall below the average, but fallmg on 2 days more than the average 
number ; a considerable excess of winds of about average force from N,.W. and N. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°839 inches, or 0°127 inch below the average. 
Pressure was highest about the middle of the month and lowest towards the end, the 
extremes at Leith being at sea-level 30°467 inches on the 17th, and 29-345 inches on 
the 29th. 

The mean temperature was 42°°4, or 2°°7 below the average, the days being 
2°°6 and the nights 2°°8 below their respective averages. The defect in temperature 
was everywhere well marked, and at Perth and Aberdeen was as much as 3°°6. 
During the first ten days of the month westerly winds prevailed, and temperature was 
high and rose steadily ; but thereafter, northerly and then easterly winds were the 
accompaniment of a remarkable spell of cold weather, with temperatures in some 
places lower thau any recorded since January. The contrast between the week 
ending on the 11th and the following week was very great. Thus at Glasgow the 
mean temperature of the former week was 45°°6, or 2°*1 above the average, and of the 
latter 36°°7 or 7°°9 below the averaze. At some places the corresponding difference 
was as much as 10°, the means for the two weeks at Aberdeen being 45°°5 and 34°°9. 
At Leith frost occurred on five days, whilst in March none was reported at that place. 
The absolute maximum at any of the towns.was 60°°5 at Perth on the 9th, the 
minimum, also at Perth, being 23°:0 on the 24th. 

The mean rainfall was 1°53 inches, or 30 per cent. below the average. In 
Shetland, Orkney, and in the North of Scotland the rainfall was above the average, 
the excess being about 75 per. cent. at Deerness, Wick, and Lairg. At all the chief 
towns except Paisley, where there was an excess of 23 per cent., the amounts registered 
were below the average, the totals for Perth and Dundee being only about half the 
normal, ‘The largest daily amounts reported at any of the chief towns were 0°82 inch 
at Greenock on the 3rd, and 0°76 inch at Glasgow on the 14th. The rainfall of the 
- month was thus in every way a contrast to the remarkably heavy records of the 
first three months of the year. 

Snow and hail were frequent about the middle of the month, and on the 15th a 
snowstorm of considerable severity was general over the country. 

During the last four days of the month. fog was very prevalent on the Kast coast. 
On the afternoon of the 30th, a sharp thunderstorm, with hail, was reported at many | 
places, and on the morning of the 18th an Aurora was noted at Glasgow.

Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of May 1903, the number of births registered in the towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth 
amounted to 4558, of which 2337 were of male children, and 2221 of female. Of 
these 4269 were legitimate, and 289 illegitimate. The illegitimate births thus 
constituted 6°3 per cent. of the whole, or one birth in every 15°8 was illegitimate. 
In Paisley, 4°4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate; in Greenock, and Perth, 5°8 ; 
in Leith 5°9; in Aberdeen 6°0; in Glasgow, 6°3; in Dundee, 7°0 ; and in Edinburgh, 
7°3 per cent. : 

553 marriages were registered during the month, being 21 below the average for 
the month during the last ten years, allowance being made for the increase in 
population. 

_ There were registered during May the deaths of 2497 persons, of whom 1293 were 
~males, and 1204 females. This number is 348 below the average for the month during 
the last decennial period, allowance being made for increase of population. 

During the month the annual rate of mortality per thousand of population was 
14:0 in Perth ; 15:1 in Aberdeen ; 15-4 in Dundee; 16°3in Leith ; 16°8 in Edinburgh 
and Paisley; 18:1 in Glasgow; and 21:9 _in Greenock. 

Of the 1213 persons whose deaths were registered in Glasgow, 274 were under one 
year, and 251 over 60 years of age ; of the 468 in Edinburgh, 72 were under one year 
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and 110 over 60 years; of the 213 in Dundee, 51 were under one, and 54 over 60, 
of the 206 in Aberdeen, 47 were under one, and 70 over 60; of the 118 in Paisley, 
20 were under one, and 35 over 60; of the 110 in Leith, 24 were under one, and 
29 over 60; of the 129 in Greenock, 36 were under one, and 20 over 60; and of the 
40 in Perth, 4 were under one year, and 16 over 60 years. 

The deaths of children under five years of age amounted to 851, or 34:1 per cent. 
of the total. In Perth, these deaths comstituted 12:5 per cent. of the whole; in 
Edinburgh, 27°6 ; in Paisley, 31:4; in Dundee, 32:4; in Aberdeen, 33°5; in Leith, 
35°5 ; in Glasgow 36°5; and in Greenock, 46°5 per cent. 

The deaths from the seven principal Epidemic diseases amounted to 234, being 9°4 
per cent. of the total mortality. This rate was greatly exceeded in Greenock on 
account of the prevalence of Hooping-cough. 

From Measles 40 deaths resulted, or 1°6 per cent. of the whole. In Edinburgh 
3°0 and in Leith 2‘7 per cent. of the deaths were due to this disease. 

Scarlet Fever accounted for 17 deaths in all, and caused 4:2 per cent. of the 
mortality in Paisley. 

There were 111 deaths from Hooping-cough, being 4°4 per cent. of the total 
mortality. The rate in Leith was 6°4, and in Greenock 14:7 per cent. of the total 
deaths in these towns respectively. | 

Diphtheria caused 20 deaths, Fevers 17 (16 Enteric and 1 Simple continued), 
and Diarrhoea and Dysentery, 29. 

Hight deaths were due to Puerperal Septiceemia and Fever. 

The deaths from Malignant diseases amounted to 110, of which 46 were returned 
as due to Carcinoma, 7 to Sarcoma, and 57 to Cancer or Malignant disease of an 
undefined nature. 7 

Deaths due to Alcoholism numbered 11; to Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and 
Hemiplegia 125; to Diseases of the Heart 238; and to Premature Birth Debility, 75. 

Inflammatory diseases of the Respiratory System (not including Phthisis or Hoop- 
ing-cough) accounted for 456 deaths, or 18°3 per cent. of the whole. 254 deaths, or 
10:2 per cent. of the total were due to Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis. Two 
deaths resulted from Croup. 

_ 102 deaths were due to Violent Causes, of which 2 were Suicidal (both by hanging). 

The deaths of three males and six females aged 90 years and upwards were 
registered, of whom the oldest was a farmer’s widow aged 95 years.

Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, 2.¢., Lat. 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°'30’ W., and height 153 
feet above the sea-level. 


For the month of MAY 1903. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°879 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0:068 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1°165 inch ; greater by 0°067 inch. 

Mean temperature, 49°°D ; less by 0°°3. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°°8 ; being the average. 

Mean humidity, 79 per cent.; greater by 2:0. 

Rain, number of days, 14; being the average. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°07 ; less by 0°17 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1°31 lbs.; less by 0:24 Ib. 

Wind, direction : a 4 days’ excess of winds from N.E. and E. 


Hence the month of May 1903 was characterised by a somewhat low mean 
barometric pressure, with a slightly high monthly range; a mean temperature 
slightly below the average, with an average mean daily range; a mean humidity 
a little above the average ; a mean rainfall slightly below the average, and falling on 
the average number of days; a considerable excess of winds of moderate force from 
N.E. and E. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°879 inches, or 0°068 inch below the average. 
Pressure was lowest at the beginning of the month and highest towards the end, the 
extremes at Leith being at sea-level, 30°463 inches on the 26th, and 29°281 inches on 
the 5th. 

The mean temperature was 49°'5, or 0°°3 below the average, the days being 
0°-4 and the nights 0°:2 below their respective averages. At most places temperature 
approximated closely to the normal, the greatest differences being at Greenock, where 
there was an excess of 0°°7, and at Aberdeen, were the mean showed a defect of 0°°6. 
During the first half of the month temperature remained continuously below the normal 
and on the morning of the |lth, which was everywhere the coldest day, frost was 
registered at Glasgow and Paisley, whilst at the latter place a minimum thermometer 
exposed on grass fell to 24°°1. After the 20th temperature was almost uniformly 
high and at Glasgow the maximum was above 70° on six days. The absolute max- 
imum at any of the towns was 75°'5 at Perth on the 25th, and the minimum 31°°6 
at Glasgow on the 11th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°07 inches, or 8 per cent. below the average. At 
Aberdeen there was an excess of 10 per cent., at Paisley of 36, at Greenock of 19, and 
at Glasgow of 13. At the other four towns there was a deficiency of from 30 to 40 
per cent. On the East coast fully half the rain was registered during the first five 
days of the month and at Aberdeen none fell after the 16th. After the 22nd very 
_ little was anywhere recorded except on the 30th. The heaviest daily amounts were 
0°63 inch at Glasgow on the 13th and 0°60 inch at Greenock on the 16th. 

No gales occurred during the month, and fog was very prevalent on the East coast 
‘from the Ist to the 5th and again after the 26th. 


Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of June 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
4785 children, of whom 2410 were males, and 2375 females. The illegitimate 
births amounted to 278, and thus constituted 5:8 per cent. of the whole, being in the 
proportion of one illegitimate in every 17°2 births. In Leith 2°4 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate; in Paisley, 4:1; in Glasgow, 4°9; in Edinburgh, 5°8; in 
Perth, 6°2 ; in Greenock, 6°6 ; and in Dundee and Aberdeen, 9-3 per cent. 

During the month 2195 marriages were recorded in these towns, being 18 below 
the average for June during the ten years immediately preceding, allowing for 
increase of population. 

The deaths of 2601 persons were notified in these eight towns during the month, 
being equal to the average for the same month during the ten previous years, 
- after allowance is made for the increase of population. Of the 2601 deaths recorded, 
1360 were of males, and 1241 of females. 

The deaths registered in Leith were equivalent to an annual mortality rate of 15:1 
per thousand of population ; in Aberdeen, to a rate of 15:5 per thousand ; in Paisley, 
to one of 16°3; in Dundee, 17:0; in Edinburgh, 18-4; in Perth, 18°8; in Glasgow, 
20:0; and in Greenock, 21:3. ; 

Of the 1293 deaths registered in Glasgow, 297 were of infants under one year of 
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age, and 236 of persons over 60 years; of the 494 in Edinburgh, 93 were of 
infants under one year, and 135 of persons over 60 years; of the 228 in Dundee, 33 
were of infants under one, and 64 of persons over 60; of the 205 in Aberdeen, 48 
were under one, and 60 over 60; of the 109 in Paisley, 23 were under one, and the 
same number over 60 ; of the 99 in Leith, 18 were under one, and 23 over 60; of 
the 121 in Greenock, 23 were under one, and 28 over 60; and of the 52 in Perth, 6 
were under one year, and 16 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2601 deaths, 874, or 33°6 per cent., were of children under five years 
of age. In Perth, the deaths of children of this age constituted 19°2 per cent. of 
the whole; in Leith, 25°3 per cent.; in Dundee, 25:9; in Edinburgh, 28°7; in 
Aberdeen, 31:7; in Greenock, 36°4 ; in Glasgow, 37°6; and in Paisley, 39-4 per cent. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 220 deaths, being 8°5 per cent. 
of the total mortality. This rate was exceeded in Greenock from the prevalence of 
Hooping-cough, and in Paisley from the combined mortality from Measles, Scarlet 
Fever, Hooping-cough, and Diarrhea. 

Measles caused 36 deaths in all, and was most fatal in Paisley, where 5:5 per cent. 
of the mortality resulted therefrom. 

Scarlet Fever accounted for 20 deaths. 4°6 per cent. of the deaths in Paisley 
were due to this disease. 

From Hooping-cough there resulted 99 deaths, or 3°8 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. In Greenock 11°6 per cent. of the deaths were attributed to this cause. 

Diphtheria accounted for 14 deaths, Fevers for 10 (all Enteric), and Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery for 41. | 

Two deaths were due to Puerperal Septiceemia, and 6 to Puerperal “ Fever.” 

The deaths of 139 persons resulted from Malignant diseases, of which 70 were 
assigned to Carcinoma, 12 to Sarcoma, and 57 to Cancer or Malignant disease of an 
unspecified nature. 

To Alcoholism 8 deaths were ascribed; to Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and 
Hemiplegia, 126 ; to Diseases of the Heart, 249 ; and to Premature Birth Debility, 91. 

Inflammatory diseases of the Respiratory organs (not including Phthisis or Hoop- 
ing-cough) accounted for 397 deaths, or 15°3 per cent. of the total. Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis and Phthisis caused 256 deaths, or 9°8 per cent. 

The deaths of 109 persons were due to Violent Causes, of which 10 were Suicidal 
(4 by Hanging, 3 by Cut-throat, and 1 each by Drowning, Shooting, and Precipitation). 

Three males and two females died aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of 
these being a Dulse Vendor aged 96 years.

Mean barometric pressure, 30°098 inches ; greater than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0:154 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 0°727 inch ; less by 0°203 inch. 

Mean temperature, 54°°4; less by 1°°4. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 15°-0; less by 0°:3. 

Mean humidity, 78 per cent. ; being the average. 

Rain, number of days, 12 ; less by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°96 ; less by 0°60 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1°23 lb.; less by 0:10 1b. 

Wind, direction of : an 8 days’ excess of winds from N., N.E., E., and 8.E. 


Hence the month of June 1903 was characterised by an exceedingly high mean 
barometric pressure, with an extremely low monthly range; a rather low mean 
temperature, with a mean daily range about equal to the average ; an average. mean 
humidity ; a somewhat low mean rainfall, falling on 1 day less than the average 
number ; a remarkable excess of winds of about average force from between N. 
and §.E. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30°098 inches, or 0°154 inch above the average. 
So high a pressure for June has not been recorded since 1887, when the mean for 
the month was 30°183 inches. The range of 0°727 inch was lower than any recorded 
since 1859, when the monthly range was 0°638 inch. At Leith the barometer at sea- 
level stood below 30 inches only on the Ist, from the 15th to 19th, from 26th to 
28th, and on the morning of the 29th, the extremes there being 30°448 inches on the 
6th, and 29°759 inches on the 18th. 

The mean temperature was 54°°4, or 1°:4 below the average, the days being 1°°6 
and the nights 1°:3 below their respective averages. At Paisley and Greenock tem- 
perature was fractionally above the average, but at the other towns there was a 
deficiency which increased northwards, and at Aberdeen amounted to 2°°4. Tem- 
perature was high at the beginning and end of the month, but during the second and 
third weeks persistent winds from E. and N.E. brought very cold weather, the mean 
temperature of the third week being at Aberdeen 7°:0, and at Leith 6°°0, below the 
average of the week. Lowest temperatures were everywhere recorded on the 14th or 
20th, and on the morning of the latter day minimum thermometers exposed on grass 
registered 8°°0 of frost at Fort-William and at Inverness, and 2°:0 at Paisley, Corstor- 
phine, and Smeaton. The absolute maximum at any of the towns was 82°:0 at Perth 
on the 4th, and the minimum also at Perth, 32°°5, on the 14th. 

The mean rainfall was 1:96 inch, or 23 per cent. below the average. At 
_ Paisley there was an excess of 22 per cent., and at Dundee of 12 per cent., but at all 
the other towns there was a deficiency which was nowhere less than 20, and was at 
Edinburgh as much as 46 per cent. At Greenock the aggregate for the first three 
-weeks of the month was only 0°09 inch, and at Paisley 0°27 inch. Early in the 
morning of the 5th there was on,the East Coast a heavy fall of rain, but thereafter, 
except on the 16th and 17th, little fell anywhere till after the 21st. 

Thunder occurred at many places on the 24th, 25th, and early on the 29th, the 
storms being of great severity in Central Perthshire. At Glasgow, Edinburgh, and 
Greenock thunder was not reported. | - 
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REPORT. 


The number of births recorded in the towns of Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, during the month of July 1903, was 4418, of 
which 2234 were of males and 2184 of females. Of these births 289 were illegitimate, 
being at the rate of 6°5 per cent., or one illegitimate in every 15°3 births. The rate 
of illegitimacy in Leith was 3°2 per cent.; in Greenock, 3°8; in Paisley, 4°5; in 
Glasgow, 6°4; in Edinburgh, 6°6; in Aberdeen, 8°6 ; in Perth, 8°7; and in Dundee, 
8°8 per cent. 

During the month 2027 marriages were registered in the above mentioned towns, 
being 85 above the average for the same month during the last ten years, allowance 
being made for the increase of population. | . 

The deaths of 2262 persons were recorded in these towns during July, of whom 
1186 were males and 1076 females. Allowing for the increase of population, this 
number is 315 below the average for the month during the preceding decennium. 

‘The mortality in Perth was at the annual rate of 12°3 deaths per thousand of the 
estimated population ; in Leith, at the rate of 13°8 ; in Dundee, 14:5; in Aberdeen, 

14:6; in Edinburgh, 15:1; in Glasgow, 16°1; in Greenock, 17:3; and in Paisley, 
ESO. eo: 

Of the 1075 deaths registered in Glasgow, 249 were of infants under one year of 
age, and 204 of persons over 60 years; of the 420 in Edinburgh, 84 were of infants 
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under one year, and 108 of persons over 60 years; of the 200 in Dundee, 41 were of 
infants under one, and 53 of persons over 60; of the 200 in Aberdeen, 45 were under 
one, and 67 over 60; of the 137 in Paisley, 32 were under one, and 27 over 60; of 
the 93 in Leith, 24 were under one, and 19 over 60; of the 102 in Greenock, 22 
were under one, and 28 over 60; and of the 35 in Perth, 6 were under one year, and 
15 over 60 years. 

Of the whole 2262 deaths, 776 were of children under five years of age, being at 
the rate of 34°3 per cent. In Dundee, 26°5 per cent. of the deaths were of children 
under five years; in Aberdeen, 27:0 per cent. ; in Perth, 28°5; in Edinburgh, 29°3 ; 
in Greenock, 32°4 ; in Glasgow, 37°7; in Paisley, 42°3 ; and in Leith, 43:0. 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases there resulted 228 deaths, being 10:1 
per cent. of the total mortality. This rate was exceeded in Edinburgh from the com- 
bined mortality from Measles and Hooping-cough, and in Greenock from the prevalence 
of Hooping-cough. 

One death from Small-pox was registered i in Edinburgh. 

The deaths from Measles amounted to 40, being 1°8 per cent. of the total mortality. 
In Paisley 8°0 per cent. of the deaths were due to this cause. 

From Scarlet Fever there resulted 18 deaths. . 

To Hooping-cough were ascribed 66 deaths, or 2°9 per cent. of the whole. In 
Greenock the percentage from this disease was 8'8. 

Diphtheria accounted for 15 deaths, and Fevers for 28, of which 1 (in Glasgow) 
was due to Typhus, 1 to Simple Continued, and the remainder to Enteric Fever. 

From Diarrhoea and Dysentery 62 deaths resulted, being 2°7 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. 

Two deaths were attributed to Puerperal Septiceemia, and 6 to Puerperal “ Fever.” 

The deaths of 129 persons were ascribed to Malignant diseases, of which 55 were 
returned as due to Carcinoma, 7 to Sarcoma, and 67 to Cancer or r Malignant disease 
of an unspecified nature. 

From Alcoholism there resulted 8 deaths; from Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, 
and Hemiplegia, 115; from diseases of the Heart, 198; and from Premature birth 
debility, 61. 

Inflammatory affections of the Respiratory organs (not including Phthisis or Hoop- 
ing-cough) amounted to 362 or 16:0 per cent. of the total. Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
and Phthisis accounted for 194 deaths, or 8°6 per cent. 

The deaths of 116 persons were due to Violent Causes, of which 4 were Suicidal, 
(3 by Hanging, and 1 by Cut-throat). The deaths from Violence in Glasgow include 13 
which occurred in St. Enoch station from the railway seas) on the 27th of the 
month, 

One male and four females died aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a 
female aged 93.

For the month of JULY 1903. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°846 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0-041 inch. 

Barometric monthly rauge, 0°737 inch ; less by 0°177 inch. 

Mean temperature, 57°°0 ; less by 1°°3. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:0.; less by 0°°5. 

Mean humidity, 80 per cent. ; greater by 1:2. 

Rain, number of days, 19; greater by 3 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°26 ; greater by 1:16 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1°64 lb.; greater by 0°27 |b. 

Wind, direction : a 6 days’ excess of winds from N., N.E., E., and S.E. 


Hence the month of July 1903 was characterised by a rather low mean barometric 
pressure, with a very low monthly range; a rather low mean temperature, with 
a slightly low mean daily range; a mean humidity a little above the average ; a high 
mean rainfall, fallmg on 3 days more than the average number; a great excess of 
winds of rather more than average force from between N,. and S.E. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°846 inches, or 0°041 inch. below the 
average. Pressure was irregular during the first six days of the month and on the 
5th a fall of about half-an-inch was accompanied by somewhat stormy. weather. 
Thereafter there were no very great barometric fluctuations. The extremes 
at Leith were, at sea-level 30°225 inches on the 9th and 29°454 inches on the 
5th. 

The mean temperature was 57°°0, or 1°:3 below the average, the days and nights 
both having temperatures below their respective averages by that amount. At Hdin- 
burgh and Leith temperature was all but equal to the average, whilst at Aberdeen there 
was a deficiency of 2°°0 and at Glasgow of 1°°4. The month commenced with tem- 
peratures much above the average, followed by a short cold period with high 
temperatures again on the 9th and 10th. From the 14th to 21st cold Easterly winds 
prevailed and low temperatures were recorded, as again from the 27th to 29th. 
At Aberdeen on the 16th the sheltered maximum rose to-only 52°'7, the mean 
temperature there for the week ending July 18th being 51°°5, as compared with 59°:2 
for the week ending July 4th, the corresponding figures for Leith being 54°:1 and 61°°2, 
and for Glasgow 54°:0 and 58°:6. The absolute maximum at any of the towns was 
78°'1 at Aberdeen on the 9th, and the minimum 37°°2 at Greenock on the 14th. 

The mean rainfall was 4°26 inches, being 37 per cent. above the average, 
and the largest July rainfall since 1895 when the mean was 4°40 inches. At Glasgow 
there was an excess of only 4 per cent., but at Greenock, Edinburgh and Leith, of 
between 30 and 40, at Paisley and Dundee, of 45, whilst at Aberdeen there was an 
excess of 2:19 inches amounting to 76 per cent. of the average. On the 5th heavy falls 

occurred in the northern counties, 2°50 inches at Wick, 1°40 at Gordon Castle and 
' 1:04 at Nairn, whilst a feature of the month was the heavy rainfall in the eastern 
counties on the 16th, when Dundee reported 1°63 inch, Aberdeen 1:20 and Edinburgh 
1:00. The heaviest daily amount reperted from the western towns was 0°72 inch at 
Greenock on the 5th. At Edinburgh and Leith the monthly amount exceeded the 
ageregate of April, May and June. 

A good deal of Thunder was reported on the 2nd and towards the end of the 
month, On the 5th and 6th very strong winds from the North prevailed, reaching 
gale force at mauy places,

| During the month of August 1903 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 

Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth the births of 
4043 children, of whom 2033 were males and 2010 females. Of these births 300 
were illegitimate, being at the rate of 7°4 per cent., or one illegitimate in every 13°5 
births. In Greenock the illegitimate births constituted 4°9 per cent. of the total; in 
Leith, 5°] ; in Glasgow, 6°6 ; in Edinburgh, 7:9; in Perth, 8:1; in Paisley, 8°2 ; in 
Dundee, 9°6; and in Aberdeen, 10°3 per cent. 7 

The number of marriages recorded in these towns during the month was 1016, 
which number, allowing for increase of population, is 11 below the average for the ~ 
month during the previous ten years, — | 

The deaths of 2170 persons were registered in the above mentioned towns during 
August, of whom 1040 were males and 1130 females, After allowance is made for 
-increase of population, the mortality is found to be 374 below the average for the 
month during the last ten years. 

The deaths registered in Edinburgh are equivalent to an annual rate of 12°8 per 
thousand of the estimated population ; in Perth, toa rate of 14:0; in Aberdeen, 14°1 ; 
in Dundee, 14:8; in Glasgow, 15°7; in Leith, 16°3; in Paisley, 16°7; and in 
Greenock, 16°8. <i 

Of the 1049 deaths registered in Glasgow, 297 were of infants under one year of 
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age, and 179 of persons over 60 years; of the 357 in Edinburgh, 84 were of infants 
under one year, and 94 of persons over 60 years; of the 205 in Dundee, 54 were 
of infants under one, and 49 of persons over 60; of the 193 in Aberdeen, 37 
were under one, and 57 over 60; of the 117 in Paisley, 36 were under one, and 25 
over 60; of the 110 in Leith, 29 were under one, and 21 over 60; of the 99 in 
Greenock, 27 were under one, and 18 over 60; and of the 40 in Perth, 3 were under 
one, and 13 over 60. 

Of the whole 2170 deaths, 829, or 38°2 per cent., were of children under five years 
of age. The deaths of children of this age constituted 15-0 per cent. of the mortality 
in Perth; 25°9 per cent. of that in Aberdeen ; 31:9 in Edinburgh; 35:1 in Dundee; 
39°4 in Greenock ; 40:0 in Leith; 43°1 in Glasgow; and 44:4 in Paisley. 

The seven principal epidemie diseases accounted for 239 deaths, equal to 11:0 per 
cent. of the total mortality. This rate was slightly exceeded in Glasgow, Paisley, and 
Greenock, Diarrhcea being in each of these towns the most fatal of the epidemic 
diseases, | 

Two deaths from Small-pox were registered in Greenock. 

Measles caused 24 deaths, and Scarlet Fever 18, nine of the latter having occurred 
in Edinburgh. 

From Hooping-cough there resulted 41 deaths, from Diphtheria 16, and ath 
Fevers 28, of which 1 (in Glasgow) was due to Typhus, 1 to ae Continued, aud 

26 to Enteric Fever. 
The Diarrheal diseases caused 112 deaths, being 5-2 per cent. of the total mortality. 
To these diseases were due 5°4 per cent. of the deaths in Dundee, 6°6 per cent. of 
those in Glasgow, 6°8 in Paisley, 8:1 in Greenock, and 9°1 in Leith. 

Five deaths were ascribed to Puerperal Septicaemia, and 8 to Puerperal Fever. 

The deaths of 110 persons were due to malignant diseases, of which 54 were 
ascribed to Carcinoma, 7 to Sarcoma, and 49 to Cancer or ‘malignant disease of an 
unspecified nature. 

To Alcoholism 7 deaths were attributed; to Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, 
and Hemiplegia, 123; to Diseases of the Heart, 180; and to Premature Birth 
Debility, 87. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (not including 
Phthisis or Hooping- -cough) amounted to 232, being 10°7 per cent. of the total. 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis caused 193 deaths, or 8°9 per cent. 

The deaths of 100 persons resulted from Violence, of which 8 were Suicidal (3 
by Cut-throat, 2 each by Drowning and Hanging, and 1 by Shooting). 

One male and four females were aged over 90 years, the oldest being a widow 
aged 94,

Mean barometric pressure, 29°678 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0:182 inch. | 

Barometric monthly range, 1°168 inch ; greater by 0°191 inch. 

Mean temperature, 55°'5; less by 2°°1. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:2 ; being the average. 

Mean humidity, 81 per cent. ; being the average. 

Rain, number of days, 23 ; greater by 6 days. | 

Rain, depth in inches, 5°46; greater by 2:00 inches. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 2°15 lbs. ; greater by 0°83 Ib. 

Wind, direction : a 6 days’ excess of winds from between 8. W. and N.W. 


Hence the month of August 1903 was characterised by an extremely low mean 
barometric pressure, with a high monthly range; a low mean temperature, with 
an average mean daily range; an average mean humidity 3; a very high mean rainfall, 
falling on 6 days more than the average number; a large excess of winds of 
considerably more than average force from a Westerly quarter. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°678 inches, or 0°182 inch below the 
average. Lowest readings were everywhere noted on the 15th, when a severe 
thunderstorm occurred at many places, and on the 30th a fall of fully half-an-inch 
was accompanied by stormy weather. The extremes at Leith were, at sea-level, 
30°071 inches on the 25th and 28°882 inches on the 15th. 

The mean temperature was 5D°°5, or 2°°1 below the average, the days being 2°:0 
and the nights 2°°3 below their respective averages. In the Edinburgh district 
temperature was about half-a-degree below the average, whilst at Greenock there 
was a defect of 2°°3, at Perth of 2°:4, and at Aberdeen of 2°°7. Temperature differed 
little from the average at the beginning of the month, but thereafter at most places 
remained almost continuously below the mean, the coldest week being that ending 
the 22nd, the mean temperature of which showed at Aberdeen and Fort William a 
defect of 3°°7, and at Ochtertyre of 5°°5. The absolute maximum at any of the 
towns was 70°'4 at Perth on the 14th, and the minimum 37°:0, also at Perth, on the 
23rd and 25th. 

The mean rainfall was 5:46 inches, being 58 per cent. above the average. 
Over the country generally there was a decided excess, which was relatively larger in 
Western districts than in Hastern, At Paisley the monthly amount was 5°45 inches 
above, or more than two-and-a-half times, the average, and at Greenock there was an 
excess of 83 per cent. At Leith the excess amounted to 27 per cent., at Perth to 13, 
at Dundee to 73, and at Aberdeen to 39, The largest daily fall at any of the Kastern 
‘towns was 0:95 inch at Dundee on the 30th, and at the Western 1°46 inch at Paisley 
on the same day. The period from the 15th to 25th was the least rainy time of the 
month, and at Greenock, where there were only three rainless days, about half the 
total fell during the last six days of the month, 1:10 inch being registered on the 26th 
and 1°32 inch on the 30th. 

Thunder was unusually frequent during the month, being reported at Gordon 
Castle on 9, at Aberdeen on 8, at Leith on 5, and at Paisley on 3 days. Most of the 
occurrences were between the ‘lth and 23rd. 

The weather of the month was in general very unsettled, especially on the West 
coast, and on the 30th a gale was generally reported. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of September 1903, there were registered in the towns of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the 
births of 3892 children, of whom 1939 were males and 1953 females. The number 
of legitimate births was 3633, and of illegitimate, 259, the latter thus constituting 
6°7 per cent. of the whole, or, one birth in every 15:0 being of this nature. In 
Paisley, the percentage of illegitimate births was 3°6; in Leith, 4°7; in Greenock, 
4°8; in Perth, 55; in Dundee, 6°3; in Glasgow and Aberdeen, 7°0; and in 
Edinburgh, 7°6. 

During the month 1096 marriages were recorded, being 11 above the average 
number for the month in the preceding ten years, allowance being made for the 
increase of population. | | 
The deaths of 2262 persons were registered during the month, 1180 being of 
-males, and 1082 of females. This number is 173 less than the average number for 
September in the last decennial period, allowing for the increase of population. 

The annual mortality rate during the month was 12°5 per thousand persons in 
Leith ; 14°6 in Greenock ; 15°6 in Edinburgh ; 16°0 in Aberdeen; 16°5 in Glasgow ; 
17:0 in Dundee and Perth; and 18:1 in Paisley. 

Of the 1069 deaths registered in Glasgow, 288 were of infants under one year of 
age, and 203 of persons over 60 years; of the 420 in Edinburgh, 79 were under

one, and 111 over 60; of the 227 in Dundee, 58 were under one, and 53 over 60; 
of the 211 in Aberdeen, 74 were under one, and 60 over 60; of the 123 in Paisley, 
33 were under one, and 30 over 60 ; of the 82 in Leith, 24 were under one, and 23 
over 60; of the 83 in Greenock, 18 were under one, and 19 over 60; and of the 47 
in Perth, 9 were under one year, and 17 over 60 years of age. 

Of the 2262 deaths recorded, 838, or 37:0 per cent., were of children under five 
years of age. In Greenock the percentage of deaths at these ages was 28°9; in 
Perth, 29°7; in Edinburgh, 30:0; in Dundee, 32°6; in Leith, 34:1; in Glasgow, 
39°9; in Aberdeen, 43:1; and in Paisley, 44:7. 

The séven principal epidemic diseases accounted for 219 deaths, being thus 9°7 
per cent. of the whole. This rate was exceeded in Paisley, owing to the prevalence 
of the Diarrhceal diseases, 

Measles caused 24 deaths, of which 19 occurred in Glasgow. | 

Scarlet Fever accounted for 11 deaths. 

Thirty-eight deaths were due to Hooping-cough. 

From Diphtheria 22 deaths resulted. The percentage of deaths from this cause 
in Perth was 6:4, 

Fever caused 27 deaths, all of which were stated to have been due to Enteric, _ 

Diarrhoea accounted for 97 deaths, being at the rate of 4°3 per cent. of the whole. 
In Dundee and Paisley the rates were 7°9 and 11:4 per cent. respectively. 

Five deaths were due to Puerperal Fever, and two each to Puerperal Septicemia 
and Pyeemia. : : 

Malignant disease caused 116 deaths, of which 59 were attributed to Carcinoma, 
5 to Sarcoma, and 52 to Cancer or malignant disease of an unspecified nature. 

Alcoholism caused 7 deaths; Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia, 
134 ; Diseases of the Heart, 187 ; and Premature Birth Debility, 63. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory System (excluding 
Phthisis and Hooping-cough) amounted to 294, heing 13:0 per cent. of the total. 
Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 202, or 8°9 per cent. of 
the whole. Three deaths were due to Croup. 

Violence accounted for 110 deaths, of which 11 were Suicidal. Four of these 
were due to Hanging, 3 to Cut-throat, 2 to Gunshot Wounds, and one each to 
Precipitation and Drowning. | 

Two males and 5 females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of whom 
was a retired shipmaster aged 95 years.

Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, a¢., Lat. 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°30’ W., and height 160 
feet above the sea-level. 


For the month of SEPTEMBER 1903. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°958 inches; greater than the average for the 
same month of 1856-1900 by 0:091 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1°197 inch ; less by 0°103 inch. 

Mean temperature, 53°:2; less by 0°°6. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 13°°3 ; being the average. 

Mean humidity, 84 per cent; greater by 0°6 

Rain, number of days, 17; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°09 ; less by 0°32 inch. 

Wind, pressure on square foot, 1:42 lbs.; being the average. 

Wind, direction of a 9 days’ excess of winds from between FE. and §. 


Hence the month of September 1903 was characterised by a rather high mean 
barometric pressure, with a slightly low monthly range; a slightly low mean 
temperature with an average mean daily range; a mean humidity, fractionally 
above the average; a slightly low mean rainfall, falling on 1 day more than the 
average number ; a very large excess of winds of ate force from a south-easterly 
quarter. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°958 inches, or 0°091 inch below the 
average. Lowest readings were everywhere recorded on the 10th, and highest on the 
14th or 15th, the extremes at Leith, at sea-level, being 29°326 inches on the 10th 
~ and 30°550 inches on the 14th. 

The mean temperature was 53°:2, or 0°°6 below the average, the day and night 
temperatures being both below their respective averages by that amount. The month 
opened with fairly high temperatures, the maximum for the month at Edinburgh. 
and Perth heing registered on the Ist, and that for Leith on the 4th. Thereafter a 
spell of cold weather set in, associated with winds from E, and SE. and with lowest 
temperatures generally on the 15th, on which day the sheltered minimum at Perth 
fell to 29°-0., and at Glasgow to 32°°0. At Edinburgh and Paisley ground frosts 
were reported from 14th to 17th. During the last ten days of the month tempera- 
ture was again high, with highest readings for the month between the 23rd and 26th 
The absolute maximum at any of the towns was 71°:4 at Glasgow on the 24th, and 
the minimum 29°:0 at Perth on the 15th. 

The mean rainfall was 3:09 inches, or 9 per cent. below the average. At Aberdeen, 
Paisley, and Glasgow there was a very slight excess, and in the Edinburgh district the 
average amount was recorded, whilst at Perth and Dundee there was a deficiency of 
10, and at Greenock of 15 per cent. Most of the rain was registered during the first 
ten days of the month, and at Eastern stations heavy falls were reported on the 2nd. 
At Paisley and Greenock no rain fell from the 11th to the 21st, but towards the end 
of the month, the weather again became wet and unsettled. The-heaviest daily 
amounts recorded at any of the chief towns were 0°95 inch at Greenock on the 7th, 
and 0°89 inch at Aberdeen on the 2nd. 

Dense fogs occurred on the East coast from the 22nd to 27th, 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of October 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
4114 children, of whom 2036 were males and 2078 females. Of the 4114 births, 
260 were illegitimate, being at the rate of 6°3 per cent., or of one illegitimate in every 
158 births. ‘The rate of illegitimacy in Leith was 2°8 per cent.; in Paisley, 
3°3; in Perth, 3°4; in Greenock, 5:0; in Glasgow, 6°5; in Dundee, 6°8; in 
Edinburgh, 7:1 ; and in Aberdeen, 7°9 per cent. 

During the month 1017 marriages were recorded, being 21 below the average 
for October for the past ten years, allowance being made for the increase of 
population. 

The deaths of 2385 persons were recorded during the month, of whom 1180 
were males, and 1205 females. Allowing for the increase in the population, this number 
is found to be 253 below the average for October in the last ten years, 

During the month the mortality was at the annual rate of 13°6 per thousand 
persons in Leith; 14:4 in Aberdeen; 15°5 in Edinburgh ; 16°5 in Perth; 17:0 in 
Glasgow ; 17-7 in Paisley ; 17°9 in Greenock ; and 18°6 in Dundee. 

Of the 1133 persons whose deaths were recorded in Glasgow, 300 were under one 
year of age, and 230 were over 60 years of age; of the 431 in Edinburgh, 69 were 
under one, and 121 over 60; of the 257 in Dundee, 72 were under one, and 55 
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over 60; of the 196 in Aberdeen, 60 were under one, and 56 over 60; of the 124 
in Paisley, 31 were under one, and 28 over 60; of the 92 in Leith, 26 were under 
one, and 20 over 60; of the 105 in Greenock, 23 were under one, and 24 over 60 ; 
and of the 47 in Perth, 8 were under one year, and 18 over 60 years of age. 

Of the 2385 deaths, 876 or 36°7 per cent. were of children under five years of 
age. In Perth, the percentage of such deaths was 21°3 ; in Edinburgh, 24:1 ; in Paisley, 
33'1; in Greenock, 33°3; in Dundee, 37'7; in Aberdeen, 38°3; in Glasgow, 41°8; 
and in Leith, 43°5. 

From the seven principal epidemic diseases, 217 deaths were registered, constituting 
thus 9°1 per cent. of the total mortality. This rate was slightly exceeded in Glasgow, 
Dundee, Paisley, and Perth. 

One death from Small-pox occurred in Glasgow. 

Measles caused 51 deaths, of which 46 occurred in Glasgow, constituting 4°1 per 
cent, of the whole. 

Seventeen deaths were due to Scarlet Fever, 29 to Hooping-cough, and 16 to 
Diphtheria. 

Enteric Fever caused 27 deaths in all, and accounted for 2°9 per cent. of the 
mortality in Greenock, and 2°7 of that in Dundee. 

The Diarrhceal diseases accounted for 76 deaths. In Dundee, 6:2 per cent. of the 
total mortality resulted from these diseases. 

Five deaths were ascribed to Puerperal Fever, and 2 to Puerperal Septicemia. 

Malignant disease caused 135 deaths, of which 55 were returned as due to 
Carcinoma, 14 to Sarcoma, and 66 to Cancer or malignant disease of an unspecified 
nature. 

Alcoholism accounted for 10 deaths; Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and 
Hemiplegia, 136 ; Diseases of the Heart, 206 ; and Premature Birth Debility, 70. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory System (excluding 
Phthisis and Hooping-cough) amounted to 380 or 15°9 per cent. of the total mortality. 
Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 218, or 9:1 per cent. of 
the whole. Three deaths were due to Croup. 

The deaths of 77 persons were returned as due to violent causes, of which 3 were 
suicidal (2 by hanging, and 1 by a gunshot wound). 

One male and 5 females were aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of whom 
was a widow aged 99 years.

Hence the month of October 1903 was characterised by an abnormally low mean 
barometric pressure, with a rather low monthly range; a slghtly high mean 
temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean humidity, about the 
average ; an abnormally high mean rainfall, falling on 10 days more than the average 
number ; a very large excess of winds of average force from a southerly quarter, 

The mean barometric pressure was 29-455 inches, being 0°365 inch below the average, 
and much lower than any mean for October since observations were organised in 
1856, the next lowest being 29°594 inches in 1872. At most places the pressure 
reduced to sea-level reached 30 inches only on the 18th, the extremes at Leith being 
30°046 inches on the 18th and 28°849 inches on the 12th. 

The mean temperature was 48°°0, or 0°:9 above, the normal, the days being 0°°3 
and the nights 1°°5 above their respective averages. At Aberdeen temperature hardly 
equalled the average, but at the other towns there was an excess ranging from Q°-4 
at Perth to 2°:4 at Edinburgh. The month opened with fairly high temperatures, 
followed by a colder spell, with lowest readings generally on the 10th. Thereafter 
fluctuations were very slight, and temperature remained almost continuously above the 
average except for low readings again on 24th and, 29th. Perth alone of the chief. 
towns reported a shade reading below 32°:0, and at Paisley a minimum on grass fell 
below freezing only on the 10th, when the reading was 27°°9, while at Edinburgh 
ground-frosts occurred only on 10th and 29th. The absolute maximum at any of-the 
towns was 64°°5 at Leith on the lst, and the minimum 27°:0 at Perth on the 10th, 

The mean rainfall was 6°85 inches, or 89 per cent. above the normal, being greater 
than any average on record for October except that of 8°58 inches in 1862. Rainfall 
was everywhere much above the average, but the relative excess decreased from South 
to North. Thus, at Aberdeen there was an excess of about 50 per cent., whilst at 
Dundee the total equalled, and at Paisley, Edinburgh, and Leith greatly exceeded 
twice the average. The wettest periods of the month were from 5rd to 8th, and from 
24th to 29th, very heavy falls occurring on the 27th. At Edinburgh, Leith, and 
Paisley the monthly average was exceeded by the aggregate of the first ten days. The 
heaviest daily falls reported at any of the towns were 1:06 inch at Edinburgh on the 
8th, and 1:10 inch at Greenock on the 14th. The number of rainy days was very 
large, and floods occurred in many districts early in, and towards the end of the month. 

Thunder was not noted at any of the towns, but was reported in the Border 
counties on 25th and 26th. : iid

Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of November 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
3795 children, of whom 1947 were males and 1848 females. Of the 3795 births, 
261 were illegitimate, being at the rate of 6°9 per cent., or of one illegitimate in every 
14:5 births. In Leith the illegitimate births were in the proportion of 2°1 per cent. ; 
in Paisley, 2°8; in Greenock, 4°5; in Edinburgh and in Perth, 5°4; in Glasgow, 
6°5; in Aberdeen, 11:1; and in Dundee, 12°4 per cent. 

The marriages registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 1117, 
or 70 above the average for November during the past ten years, allowance being 
made for the increase of population. 

The deaths of 2479 persons were recorded during the month, of whom 1246 
were males, and 1233 females. This number is 292 below the average for the month 
- during the last ten years, allowance being made for the increase of population. 

_ The mortality for the month was equivalent to an annual death-rate of 14°5 per 
thousand persons in Aberdeen ; 14°9 in Paisley ; 15°2 in Perth; 15°5 in Greenock ; 
16°5 in Leith ; 16°7 in Dundee; 17°0 in Edinburgh ; and 19°6 in Glasgow, 

Of the 1266 persons whose deaths were registered in Glasgow, 348 were under one 
year, and 224 over 60 years of age; of. the 458 in Edinburgh, 92 were under one, 
and 140 over 60; of the 224 in Dundee, 49 were under one, and 61 over 60; 
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of the 192 in Aberdeen, 61 were under one, and 55 over 60; of the 101 in 
Paisley, 31 were under one, and 25 over 60; of the 108 in Leith, 41 were under 
one, and 20 over 60; of the 88 in Greenock, 17 were under one, and 25 over 60 ; 
and of the 42 in Perth, 5 were under one year, and 12 over 60 years of age. 

Of the total 2479 deaths, 981 or 39°6 per cent. were of children under five years 
of age. In Perth, the deaths of children of this age constituted 19:0 per cent. of 
the total ; in Greenock, 23°9 ; in Edinburgh, 30°3 ; in Dundee, 31°7 ; in Paisley, 39°6 
in Aberdeen, 41:1; in Glasgow, 44°8; and in Leith, 51°9 per cent. 

From the seven principal epidemic diseases, 192 deaths were registered, being 7°7 
per cent. of the total mortality. This rate was slightly exceeded in Glasgow, owing 
to the prevalence of measles, 

Ten deaths from Small-pox were registered during the month, all of which 
occurred in Glasgow. Ppa nasi, 

Measles accounted for 62 deaths, of which 60 occurred in Glasgow. 

Eleven deaths were attributed to Scarlet Fever, 30 to Hooping-cough, and 23 
to Diphtheria. | . 

From fevers 23 deaths resulted, one being due to Typhus, and all the others to 
Enteric. Fourteen of the deaths from the latter cause (in addition to the death 
from Typhus), occurred in Glasgow, and 4 in Dundee. 

The Diarrhceal diseases accounted for 33 deaths. 

Five deaths were attributed to Puerperal Septiceemia, and 1 to Puerperal Pyemia. 

Malignant disease accounted for 113 deaths, of which 50 were ascribed to 
Carcinoma, 3 to Sarcoma, and 60 to Cancer or malignant disease of an undefined 
nature. 

Alcoholism caused 6 deaths ; Premature Birth Debility, 68 ; Diseases of the Heart, 
209 ; and Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, and Hemiplegia, 126. 

The deaths from Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs (excluding 
Phthisis and Hooping-cough) amounted to 567 or 22°9 per cent. of the total mortality. 
Those from Pulmonary Tuberculosis and Phthisis amounted to 212, or 8°6 per cent. of 
the total mortality. Two deaths resulted from Croup. 

The deaths of 103 persons were due to violent causes. Of these deaths, 14 were 
suicidal (6 by throat-cut, 3 each by hanging and drowning, 1 by precipitation, and 
1 by suffocation). 

Three males and 4 females were aged 90 years and upwards, of whom the oldest 
was a female, formerly a Domestic Servant, aged 103 years.

Hence the month of November 1903 was characterised by a somewhat high mean 
barometric pressure, with a rather low monthly range; a slightly high mean 
temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a mean humidity about the 
average ; a mean rainfall considerably below the average, but falling on two days more 
than the average number ; a large excess of winds of about average force from W. 
and N.W. . oy 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°923 inches, being 0°087 inch above the normal. 
During the first eight days of the month pressure was decidedly high, exceeding 
30°5 inches at sea-level on the 5th and 6th. Lowest readings occurred generally on 
the 28th, the extremes at Leith being 30°558 inches on the 6th and 29°130 inches 
on the 28th. 

The mean temperature was 42°:4, or 0°°8 above the normal, the days being 1°°5 
and the nights 0°°5 above their respective averages. At Aberdeen temperature was 
1°:0 below, and at Perth just equal to the normal, but at all the other towns there 
was an excess of more than 1°°0. The month opened with readings much above 
the average, but low temperatures were recorded from 6th to 8th, the sheltered 
minimum falling on the 7th to 24°°0 at Perth and 24°:9 at Edinburgh. Thereafter 
cyclonic conditions obtained with higher temperatures, the maximum for the month 
generally occurring on the 12th. Again from 16th to 18th, temperature was low 
under the influence of northerly winds, and after a few days of milder weather the 
month clo:ed with very low readings, a minimum on grass at Paisley falling to 17°'1 
on the 30th. The absolute maximum at any of the towns was 57°:9 at Glasgow on 
the 3rd, and the minimum 21°°5 at Perth on the 30th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°36 inches, or 31 per cent. below the normal. At 
Aberdeen there was an excess of 7 per cent., whilst at the remaining towns there 
was a deficiency, amounting to as much as 64 per cent. at Dundee and 55 at Perth, 
~ and ranging at the others from 23 at Greenock to 42 at Edinburgh. At Fort William 
the rainfall was all but equal to the average, whilst at Glencarron there was an excess 
of 26 and at Wick of as much as 66 per cent. Most of the rain fell on the Ist and 
2nd, from 8th to 14th, and from 21st to 28th. The heaviest daily amounts at any 
of the towns were 0°72 inch at Greenock on the 13th, and 0°60 inch at Aberdeen 
on the 27th. At Dundee the heaviest daily fall, on the 2nd, was only 0°20 inch. 

Snow fell in northern districts about the middle and towards the end of the month, 
and on the 27th a snowstorm was general over the country. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of December 1903, there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
4278 children, of whom 2117 were males and 2161 females, Of the 4278 births, 
291 were illegitimate, being in the proportion of 6°8 per cent., or of one illegitimate to 


| every 14:7 births. In Leith the illegitimate births constituted 1:5 per cent. of the 


total ; in Greenock, 4:5; in Paisley, 5°3; in Glasgow, 6°4; in Edinburgh, 7:4; in 
Perth, 7°5; in Aberdeen, 9:2; and in Dundee, 9°6. 

The marriages recorded during the last month of 1903 amounted to 1449, being 
197 below the average for the month during the ten years immediately preceding. 

There were registered in these towns during December the deaths of 3098 persons, 
1539 being of males and 1559 of females. The total for both sexés is 93 in excess 
of the average for the last ten years, corrected for increase of population. 

The mortality in Leith was at the annual rate of 14°8 per thousand of the estimated 
population ; in Edinburgh and in Paisley, at the rate of 182; in Aberdeen, 201; in 
Greenock, 21:6; in Dundee, 22°4; in Perth, 22°8; and in Glasgow, 23°7. 

Of the 1587 deaths registered in Glasgow, 374 were of infants under one year of 
age, and 295 of persons over 60 years; of the 507 in Edinburgh, 92 were of infants 
under one year, and 169 of persons over 60 years; of the 310 in Dundee, 69 were 
of infants under one, and 82 of persons over 60; of the 274 in Aberdeen, 71 were 
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under one, and 81 over 60 ; of the 128 in Paisley, 29 were under one and 37 over 
60 ; of the 100 in Leith, 30 were under one, and 32 over 60; of the 127 in Greenock, 
37 were under one, and 40 over 60; and of the 65 in Perth, 15 were of children 
in their first year, and 26 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

The deaths of children under five years of age, 1127 in number, constituted 36°4 — 
per cent. of the total mortality. In Edinburgh, 2371 per cent. of the deaths were 
of children of this age; in Perth, 29°2 per cent.; in Dundee, 32°9; in Greenock, 33°9; 
in Aberdeen, 34°3; in Paisley, 36°7 ; in Leith, 37:0; and in Glasgow, 42°1. 

The seven principal epidemic diseases accounted for 270 deaths, equivalent to 8°7 
per cent. of the mortality from all causes. This proportion was exceeded in Glasgow, 
owing to the prevalence of Measles. 

Twelve deaths from Small-pox were registered in Glasgow during the month, being 
2 more than the number recorded during November. 

From Measles there resulted 133 deaths, of which 126 occurred in Glasgow, 
constituting 7°9 per cent. of the whole mortality therein. 

In all.54 deaths were caused by Hooping-cough, which accounted for 5°8 per cent. 
of the total fatality in Aberdeen. 

Fifteen deaths were attributed to Scarlet Fever, 14 to Diphtheria, 12 to Enteric 
Fever, 1 to Cerebro-spinal Fever, and 29 to Diarrhoea and Dysentery. 

Two deaths were assigned to Puerperal Septicemia and 3 to Puerperal Fever. 

The deaths of 128 persons were due to malignant disease, of which 55 were 
referred to Carcinoma, 7 to Sarcoma, and 66 to Cancer or malignant disease without 
further specification. 

Eight deaths were attributed to Alcoholism; 94 to Premature Birth Debility ; 
262 to affections of the Heart; and 158 to Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy, 
and Hemiplegia. 

The deaths from inflammatory diseases of the Respiratory organs (not including 
those due to Phthisis or to Hooping-cough) amounted to 770, and constituted 24°9 
per cent. of the whole mortality. ‘To Tuberculous Phthisis, or to Phthisis without 
further definition, 245 deaths were attributed, being 7°9 per cent. of the mortality 
from all causes. 

From violent causes there resulted 107 deaths, 5 of which were due to suicide 
(two by cut-throat, and one each by hanging, shooting, and drowning). 

Two men and 17 women whose deaths were recorded were aged 90 years and 
upwards, the oldest being a widow aged 101.

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THE METEOROLOGICAL RETURNS 


FOR 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS IN SCOTLAND, 


Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, ue., Lat. 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°30’ W., and height 153 
feet. above the sea-level. 


For the month of DECEMBER 1908. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°694 inches; less than the average for the same 
month of 1856-1900 by 0:107 inch. 

Barometric monthly range, 1°492 inch ; less by 0°106 inch. 

Mean temperature, 37°°0; less by 1°°7. 

Mean daily range of ae ee 8°°8 ; less by 0°°3. 

Mean humidity, 90 per cent. ; greater by 3 per cent. 

Rain, number of days, 18 ; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3° 12; less by 0°71 inch. 

Wind, press! re on square foot, 0°88 lb.; less by 1:03 lb. 

Wind, direction of : a 8 days’ excess of winds from E., S.E., and S. 


Hence the month of December 1903 was characterised by a low mean barometric 
pressure, with a slightly low monthly range; a low mean temperature, with a 
slightly low mean daily range; a somewhat low mean rainfall, but falling on one 
day more than the average number; a very large excess of winds of moderate 
force from a 8.E. quarter. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°694 inches, being 0°107 inch below the normal. 
Pressure was lowest from the 4th to the llth, and highest towards the end of the 
month, the extremes at Leith, at sea-level, being 30°271 inches on the 28th and 
28°888 inches on the 8th. 

The mean temperature was 37°:0, or 1°:7 below the normal, the days being 1°°8 
and the nights 1°°5 below their respective averages. Temperature was below the 
average at all the chief towns, the defect ranging from 0°°8 at Edinburgh to 2°°4 at 
Perth, The Ist, 2nd, 5th and 6th were very cold days, and thereafter brief mild 
and cold spells alternated until the 24th, when a severe frost became general over 
the country with lowest temperatures on the 30th. At Paisley ground frost 
occurred on every day except from 8th to 12th, on 14th, and from 20th to 23rd, 
and at Edinburgh except on Il1th, 14th, and from 21st to 24th. The absolute 
maximum in shade at any of the towns was 54°'5 at Leith on the 22nd, and the 
minimum 19°:0 at Perth on the 2nd and 30th. 

The mean rainfall was 3:12 inches, or 19 per cent. below the average, At 
Perth there was an excess of 13 per cent., but at the other towns a defect; ranging 
from 8 per cent. at Dundee and Paisley to 50 per cent. at Edinburgh and Leith, 
Heavy falls occurred on the 2nd, Greenock reporting 2°00 inches and Paisley 1:04 
inch, whilst the largest daily amount at Aberdeen was 0°64 inch on the 7th, and at 
Dundee 0:60 inch on the 13th. No rain fell at Glasgow or Greenock after the 
22nd, and but little at the other towns. 

Snow fell in most districts on the 2nd and on one or two days thereafter. 

The weather was stormy on the 2nd, 3rd, 7th and 21st, but in general the wind 
force was very light, the month being marked by dense land fogs and absence of 
sunshine. At Edinburgh no sunshine was recorded from 17th to 28th, whilst at 
Paisley fog occurred on 17 days, and only 8 hours of sunshine were registered 
during the month. 

An aurora was noted at Edinburgh on the 18th, — 
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
